■  The  importance — th«  absolute  necessity— of 
educating  all  tlie  children  in  •  republic,  b  gym- 
rally  acknowledged^  The  im|>os*iUlity  of"  doing 
this  in  private  schools  is  so  evident,  that  the  re¬ 
spective  State*  of  tbie  nation  have  established 
systems  of  Free  Publio  instruction. 

A  great  amount  of  money  hep  beeu  invested  in 
land*,  building*,  furniture  and  apparatus  and 
large  turn*  are  apent  annually  in  the  payment  of 
teauhem'  salaries  lu  this  Stale,  of  about  l.OHI,- 
000  inhabitants,  the  value  of  public  school  pro¬ 
perty  is  #4,200,000;  last  year  the  excuse  of 
conducting, the  schools,  (not  including  building 
or  repair*,)  WE*$i,7fi7,OtH\  almost  the  whole  of 
which  was  » petit  in  paying  the  salaries  of  4,1131 
teachers.  From  this  outlay  of  money,  and  the 
time  and  labor  of  these  teachers,  together  with 
the  care  and  earnest  work  of  Superintendent* 
and  other  officers,  large  results  should  he  attained. 
Has  this  been  dune  < — There  are  not  a  lew  who, 
in  answering  this  questiou,  declare  that  our  Puli- 
lic  Schools  are  a  failure  This  cry  lie*  become 
so  common  in  some  quarters,  that  we  feel  culled 
upon  to  notice  it,  sud  to  express  our  conviction 
that  such  an  opiniou  is  altogether  groundless. 
It  results  either  from  ignorigicv  of  wliut  ha*  been 
done,  or  from  too  greut  expectations  of  what 
could  he  done.  * 

Few  persons,  except  teachers  and  schpol 
officers,  know  the  amount  of  labor  required,  and 
•.he  difficulties  encountered  in  conducting  Public 
t’chools ;  but  to  organize  uud  establish  them  is  a 
stilt  more  difficult  task,  lu  this,  as  in  a(l  other 
kinds  of  business,  experience  is  necessary  to 
—  success.  - 

Hut  it  is  said  that  our  Public  Schools  are  now 
well  established,  in  good  working  order,  and  vet" 
do  not  produce  the  result*  that  may  he  reas- st¬ 
ably  expected.  One  complains  that  the  children 
do  too  much  inarching,  and  not  enough  studying; 
another  that  too  much  time  is  spent  on  the  intri¬ 
cate  parts  of  Arithmetic,  and  in  learning  a  useless 
list  of  names  in  Geography ;  another  says  that 
Reading  and  Writing  are  neglected  ;  while  others 
insist  Unit  Object-Teaching,  Natural  Science,  and 
the  like,  should  occupy  the  most  prominent  place 
in  the  curriculum  of  studies. 

.  Without  replying  to  each  of  these  separately, 
let  ns  look  at  the  work  the  educator  has  to  per¬ 
form.  ..^Public  School*  may  he  divided  into  two 
and  the  Graded  Schools

v  attendance  light  and  irregular  in  bad  weather, 

'  the" small  amount  of  money  apportioned  to  each 
district,  rendering  it  almost  impossible  to  engage 
an  able  and  experienced  teacher ;  and  the  large 
number  of  different  classes  that  must  be  heard 
by  one  person,  thus  allowing  too  little  time  for 
eaoh  recitation.  As  long  as  this  is  the  state  of 
matters,  such  must  he  the  results. 

Hut  it  is  lrom  the  grylml  schools  that,  rnm  h 
-  baa  been  expected  and.  it  ia  claimed,  not  realized. 
Here  we  must  distinguish  between  city  schools 
and  those  situated  in  the  townships!  The  for¬ 
mer  do  not  generally  receive  the  credit  due  them. 
They  have  a  largo  and  troublesome  class  to  car*7 
for,  from  which  the  latter  arc  to  a  great  degree 
exempt.  Even  in  the  cities  themselves  there  are 
districts  in  which  the  children  maketriurh  higher 
attainment*  than  in  others  where  the  teacher* 
are  equally  able  and  faithful.  This  is  un 
doubted  ly  due  to  the  home  influence.  Much 
depends  on  the  system  adopted  by  the  school 
officers;  more  on  the  teacher. — Ws  might  here 
turn  aside  to  speak  of  the  great  difficulty  there 
exist*  of  finding  able  and  faithful  teachers,  and 
the  reaw/ns  for  this  ;  but  this  question  of  itself 
would  occupy  mors  than  our  allotted  space. — 
We  return  to  the  subject  nftfome  influence  in  it* 
bearing  on  school  education. 

In  many  parts  of  our  cities,  and  the  same  may 
be  said,  to- a  certain  degree,  of  our  growing  vil¬ 
lages  and  towns,  many  parent*  do  irot  care 
whether  their  children  go  to  school  or  not 
Olliers,  by  filth,  idleness,  and  dhteinporaqoo, 
counteract  the  lessons  of  cleanline*/,  industry, 
sobriety  and  morality,  inculcated  in  school.  And 
yet  it  la  no  small  advantage  to  keep  sway  from 
such  influents*  for  flveor  sis  hours  every  day, 
children  wh6  Would  otherwise  lie  efignged  In  the 
M  mischier’  whioh  a  certain  notorious  character

-y  Another  matter  not  to  he'  slightly  spwtpn  of, 

*  Is  the  fact  that  many  children,  who  would, other¬

mdgsxioe.  TMs  one  acquirement  oftcu  leads  M 
other*;  and  when  not,  it  enables  the  possessor 
to  know  something  of  the  leading  topics  of  the 

4  da/.  aad^Mcap*  him  from  many  tin*  of  idleness 
and  Ignorance, 

According  to  statistiee  furnished  by  the  in-g. 
,/mto  Superintendent  of  Newark  Schools,  more 
*  than  half  of  the  children  who  enter  the  primary 
department*  leave  school  before  tb«y  are  twelve 
years  of  age-  Of  thn  re«t,  not  one-half  complete 
the  grammar  school  oourae  ;  while  only  five  per 
emit  of  the  whole  ever  enter  the  High  fednml, 
sad  (only  twenty  per  cent,  of  these  graduate.— 


These  statements  are  in  some  respect*  di scour 
aging,  and  lead  out  to  ask  whether  we  should 
not  resort  to  “  compulsory*  education.”  • 

Hut  the  schools  have  doeomucb  more  than 
keep  cJilldren  from  idlen^**,  and  teach  them’  to  the 
read  and  write ;  they  have  furnished  a  good  *du- 
eatiou  to  thousands,  who  have  never  entered 
other  school*.  The  chief*Yegret  is  that  so  few 
will  avail  themselves  ofJhe  opportuuifW*.  offered. 

(Where  in  individual  instaneee  complaint  is 
in.-tde  that  the  Public  School  is  a  failure,  w^.be- 
lieve  that  the  private  school  is  a  failure  to  the 
same  degree.  In  neither  i*  the  system  always 
without  fault,  or  the  teacher  a  model  of  perfoo 
turn.  Hut  if  how  mjtwnee  were  right,  the*? 
coinplaiut*  would  seldom  occur.  This  suited  i* 
i!t  paramount  importance  at  the  present  time,  and 
must  be  fuHy  discussed  before  the  people,  until 
they  realize  their  true  position  in  this  regard,  and 
become  willing  to  do  klieir  duty.  Then  there
